Of Massachusetts 


Two Men Found, Near Death 
From Thirst, With Liq- 
vor All Around. 


Sandwich, Mass., December 16.— 
The schooner Salvatrice with 2,000 
cases of alcohol aboard, flying the 
French flag upside down as a Signal 
of distress, and the Boston schooner 
Star, well stocked with ship's sup- 
plies, were captured together off this 
port today by the coast guard crew 
commanded by Captain Cris Sullivan. 
The Salvatrice, ostensibly bound 
from Antwerp for Santiago; Cuba, 
was put under armed guard as a prob- 
able rum runner; the ‘Star was simi- 
larly guarded as a probable supply 
ship in this contraband trade. 

Both vessels will be taken to Bos- 
ton by the coast guard cutter Acush- 
net. ‘ 


The Star was caught only after a 
chase in which Captain Sullivan fired 
a shot from his revolver after Frank 
Nolan, the mate who was in charge, 
failed to heed an order to stop. 


Near to Death. 


With alcohol aplenty on board the 
Salvatrice, Ernest Poulard, of St. 
Pierre, Miquelon, and Ange Cavelier, 
of Halifax, N. S., her curtailed crew, 
were almost dead ef thirst, having no 
fresh water. They had tried to 
drink salt water, with sickening re- 
sults. Both hands of Poulard, the 
mate of the vessel and in temporary 
command, were frost bitten. Cavalier 
was at the point of exhaustion and 
fell asleep after the vessel was 
boarded. 

The schooner itself, a trim little 
knockabout built for fishing, was in 
as bad shape as its crew. Beaten by 
many storms—the last of them off 
Nantucket a few days ago having 
blown her out to sea while her cap- 
tain, cook and another man were 
ashore—the schooner lost both an- 
chors, sprang a leak and took in so 
much water that the coast guard crew 
was kept busy during the day ex- 
changing the duties of guarding the 
vessels with those of pumping out the 
water in the Salvatrice’s hold. 

Alcohol Thrown Over. 


Poulard accounted for about 100 
cases of alcohol that were missing by 
suying he and Cavalier had to throw 
them overboard to keep the schooner 
from sinking. 

The Star, a schooner 46 feet long 
said to be owned by Vincenzo Alba. 
of Revere, had put two of her three 
men on the Salvatrice before the coast 
guards got out to the latter. There 
had been no transfer of~alcohol to 
her, however, it was said. The coast 
guards found the Star to be carrying 
a cargo of canned goods and other 
supplies in quantity to supply her 
for almost a year, but Mate Nolan 
Said they were all for use by him and 
his men. The Star was a tisherman 
he said, after flounders.

A writ being sought in the Kansas 
supreme court, he said, would make 
disappear “the blazing cross and the 
pasture parties, where the men mask 
themselves and put on a fantastic 
ceremony in the open filed and terror- 
ize an entire neighborhood. 

“In Kansas we are seeking to ex- 
pel the klan from the state,” Govern- 
or Allen said.

A short time since, Samuel G.) 
Blythe, catalogued by one scribe as “a_ 
writer of prominence and a golfer of | 
promise,” voiced quite a raucous, 
squawk in the columns of The Satur-| 
day Evening Post on behalf of that 
great body of golfers commonly re- 
ferred te as “duffers,”’ no less an au-. 
thority than the Century dictionary | 
being quoted to prove that the term 
was one of considerable scorn and 
contempt. 

few further pungent paragraphs 
were devoted to the practice of print- | 
ing under the name of some profes- | 
sional articles ‘obviously written by 
sumeone else. 

The foregoing, however, were rather 
incidental as it were. ‘The main issue 
being something more than a plea for 
the vast body of golfers who are strug- | 
sling to break 100 and are generally 
wiging a futile fight in that detail. 

It was hardly short of a call to 
arms to this body to rise up and 
smite hip and thigh and other ex- 
posed parts the small handful of low- 
handicap men, or expert amateurs, 
and the professionals who are charged 
with constantly contriving to make 
courses more difficult, thereby detract- 
ing from, rather than adding to, the 
pleasure of the game for what may 
be ealled the golfing proletariat, in a 
scoring sense. 

High-Handicap Man Pays Bill. 

This article charged that a small 
eoterie in practically every club—two, 
three, or four crack players and the 
«lub professional—is back of all these 
devilish machinations aimed toward 
vreeking the soul of the meek and 
lowly high-handicap man. 

In other words, that said _ high- 
handicap man and his brethren of 

e stripe pay the bills, while a select 
iew, selected because of their playing 
skill, determined the policies of the 
ciub especially in so far as what is 
to be done with the course concerned. 

This theory is startlingly plausible 
on the surface, but there is quite a 
margin for doubt as to whether it is 
exactly true. It is true in that a 
small few, as a rule, frame the policy 
of the average club. 

Best Players Among “Ayes.” 

It is also true as a rule, that the 
hest players in.a club are generally 
among the ayes, when it comes to'| 
voting on matters pertaining to stif-' 
fening the course. But this smal] band 
of low-handicap men rarely determine 
the policies of the elub, and they are 
not always alone in the matter of 
adding further difficulties to the 
course, 

One chief reason for the fact that 
a small handful of members usually 
run the average club is that the 
average member is too darned busy 
with other things and too willing to 
“let Bill do it” to take much inter- 
est in how the elub is run. 

Another is that fear of eternal 
damnation is a_ slight consideration ‘ 
compared to the devastating dread

| that the average American feels for 


being considered “cheap.” He shrinks 
tremblingly from any suggestion of 
opposing any project offered by the 
directors, lest he appear a 
skate.” 


It doesn’t matter that 60 per cent 
of his club’s membership .may har- 
| bor feeling like his own. 


All of them 
are afraid to speak up. Hence, his 
lack of igferest and his fear of criti- 
cism forc® him to keep strictly aloof 
from the affairs of the club. ‘Yet, 
somebody must steer the craft. Hence, 


| the usual small ruling group. 
|'ALL GOLFERS PREFER 
HARD COURSES. 


As to the usual 
ward continually tinkering with the 


course and adding to its difficulges, 
this phase presents a rather peculiar 


twist in psychology. Did you ever 
know a golfer who didn’t like to have 
said that his home course was a 
tough proposition and a real test of 
golf? 

If you know such a chap, he en- 
joys a unique distinction, and like 
the man who wanted to shake the 


hand of the man who shook the hand 


of John L. Sullivan, you, too, are en- 
titled to a bit of distinction yourself, 

This sentiment*is really quite nat- 
ural. Nobody enjoys playing a game 
of solitaire which is easy ef solu- 
tion. And after all in golf, even in 
a match, the game is as much be- 
tween the player and himself as be- 
tween himself and his opponent. 

There is scant satisfaction in play- 
ing vour own little home layout in a 
respectable 95, when you know you 
couldn't beat 105 to save your Ife 
on a first-class course. For this rea- 
son the average pl@ver wants to feel 
that his elub boasts a real sure 
enough eourse, 

HARD COURSE 
GETS PLAY. 

There are ample cases of record 
fo support this contention. If you 
don't believe it, just visit some elub 
that happens to have a couple of 
courses,onea long hard one and an- 
other shorter and easier for scoring 
well, and watch which one gets the 
play. 

Even the ladies take almost as a 
personal affront any suggestion that 
they should hie themselves to the 
easier course. And those atoms of the 
great bone and sinew of the game— 
the substantial middle-age business 
men whose dues make the club pos- 
sible—will come in and gloat over a 
well-earned 9S cver the hard test, 
where they will admit apologetically 
to an S9 over a shor’ easy course. 

Your average member of an aver- 
age club may oppose a measure look- 
ing toward proposed improvements 
that are pretty sure to mean increas- 
ing the difficulties in playing his club 
course, but the chances are his op- 
position will rest more on resistance 
to an additional levy on his bank roll 
to meet the expense thereof, than on 
a fundamental reluctance to have the 
course brought more in line with 
what is ordinarily referred to as 
“championship caliber.”

ER GIVEN EDGE FIGHTING 


BOXER 


Lewis’ Offer to Gamble 


With Dempsey on Outcome 
Shows Wrong Attitude 


Robert Edgren Says Two Sports Are So 


Different There is 


No Way to Come 


To Any Reasonable Conclusion. 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 

The announcement by Jack Demp- 
sey that he has been made a propo- 
sition for a “mixed match” with 
Strangler Lewis, the wrestler, and 
has accepted, is very good advertis- 
ing for the decendént sport of wrest- 
ling. Since William Muldoon put 
stringent regulations on wrestling in 
New York, intended to make faking 
difficult if not impossible, the mat 
game has been practically down and 
out in the metropolis. It needs some 
kind of a boost to keep it alive. — 

‘Lhe published statement that Lewis 
will be willing tu. wager $20,000 on 
himself and make the match with 
Dempsey on a winner-take-all basis, 
isn’t a boost, under modern condi- 
tions. ‘There 
against gambling on professional 
events everywhere, and the betting 
proposition alone would tend to make 
such a match impossible. 

Betting on baseball, resulting in 


crooked games even in the post-sea- | 


son series, resulted in legisiation 
against baseball gambilng in several 
states, and barring of baseball play- 
ers in any league who are found to 
be identified with any baseball gam- 
bling proposition. For many years 
wrestling promoters have rur 
crooked matches for guimbling pur- 
poses. There has been heavy betting 
vn all wrestling championship events, 
and very frequently the public has 
been trimmed in well planned fakes. 
The New York state boxing com- 
mission and commissions in other 
states have come out strongly against 
all .public gambling on _ sporting 
events. Under Mr. Muldoon’s ruling, 
clubs that. do not prevent betting 
commissioners and gamblers from 
working in the crowds around the 
arena will be closed. For 


crooks who have circled the ringsides 
in various clubs, holding bundles of 
bills in their fists and offering bets 


on the fight or wrestling matches, | 


bave been a public nuisance. 


Incidentally, gamblers always try | 


to corrupt other professional athletes 
just as they corrupted baseball play- 


ers a few years ago. They do their | 


heavy betting when they have an 


ace in the hole.

orthodox boxing blow. The wrestler 
does most of his work on bis hands 
and knees, while in boxing hitting a 
man whe is even touching the floor 
with one hand or one knee—who 
isn’t up on his feet—is barred by ail 
rules. No boxing while rolling on the 
floor has ever been developed. 

Lewis is quoted to the etfect that 
“Dempsey can go into the ring either 
with or without gloves.” 

This would bar the contest at once, 
anywhere. It would make the match 
practically a London prize ring rules 
fight, with some of the rules ignored. 
A mixed wrestling-boxing contest, 
with bare knuckles, would not be tol- 
‘rated anywhere in America. 

London prize ring rules have not 
been used in this country since John 
L. Sullivan was world champion 
Even in Sullivan’s time prize ring 
contests were strictly illegal, and 
championship fights were held in the 
woods, the fighters and spectators 
dodging the sheriff to find a place 
to fight, and the principals often ar- 
rested afterward. 

Prize fighting is entirely different 
from boxing. In the latter sport pad- 
ded gloves are used, wrestling throws 
are barred and other brutal features 
bave been eliminated. 

A private mixed match between 
Dempsey and Lewis would be out of 
the question, aa the promoter couldn't 
very well afford to pay the big purse 
demanded unless he had gate receipts 
of over half a million dollars. Sup- 
pose a public match were possible. 
What would happen? 

WRESTLER WOULD 
HAVE ARVANTAGE. 

First, if Lewis would stand up and 
meet Dempsey face to face he would 
probably be knocked out in a few sec- 
onds. The three blows that finished 
Fulton in less than a quarter of a 
minute of boxing would drop Lewis 
just as easily, Wrestlers don’t de- 
velop the art Of taking punches on 
the chin. Instead of going back with 
the punch, as a boxer does, they stif- 
fen their necks and take it. 

, Wrestlers develop strong, stiff mus- 
cles through hours of heavy training. 
A boxer’s muscles are loose and sup- 
ple and quick. This is one reason 
why several first-class wrestlers who 
have tried to become boxers—Frank 
Gotch among them—bave failed “en-' 
tirely. 

But Léwis wouldn't be foolish 
enough to stand up to Dempsey. He 
would plan a battle especially design- 
ed to offset Dempsey’s boxing skill 
and hitting power. He would crouch 
as low and dive at Dempsey’s ankles 
before he came within hitting range. 
Dempsey would be forced to sidestep 
quickly to gave himself, for if the 
wrestler once got his hold the match 
would be over: 

The boxer might be able to go to the 
mat and strike a blow heavy ‘enough 
to stun his rival, but the ehances 
would be very much against that. To 
put the stunning effect into a blow 
the drive: of the body cag < the legs 
or the knees must go into the punch. 
And the wrestler, at home on thé 
ground, would take his hold and da 
his work with his. bead tucked down 
out of danger. . 

It would be an easy thing for Lewis, 
having a toe hold, to break Dempxey’s 
ankle, or hia leg, and what wrestling 
Dempsey kpows ‘vould hardly save 
him.’ At any rate, once on the ground, 
boxing would be of little use to the 
champion, ‘Then he’d be playing the 
other man’s game, and at a great dis-

“Flagrant irregularities” in the No- 
vember 7 senatorial election was 
charged in Mr. Croker’s petition, 
which declared Senator Lodge was a 
“minority” winner and had beén “re- 
pudiated.” Mr.

To Lie Dormant. 


The papers are to be referred to 
the senate privileges and elections com- 
mittee, of which Senator Dillingham,

“the overwhelming demonstration of 
Massachusetts’ public sentiment at the 
polls in the recent election.” 

“Massachusetts has repudiated 
Lodge and all the reactionary obstruc- 
tion that he stands for,’ the state- 
ment said. 

Vote Analyzed. 


The total vote for senator was 86%, 
157. it was declared, and Senator 
Lodge received on the face of the re- 
turns 414,130 and was thus a “mi- 
nority candidate.” It was added that 
no two tabulations of the vote agreed. 

“Flagrant irregularities in the con- 
duct of the election occurred all over 
the state,” Mr. Crooker said, “and the 
result as tabulated by the governor 
and council as the basis for the issu- 
ance of. a certificate vf election to 
Lodge ig a result that cannot be ac- 
cepted or recognized as representative 
of a legal or final result. We are 
satisfied on all the information that 
bas come into our possession since 
the election that Lodge was not legal-

Not Partisan Move. 


Mr. Crooker said his fight was not, 


in behalf of William A. Gaston, who 
was the democratic candidate, and 
was not a partisan move, but was 
designed “‘to unseat the man who has 
accomplished more harm as an ob- 
structor of world peace and the nat- 
ural expression of liberal thought than 
any man since Nero.” 

“More than that,” he continued, 
“the practices by which Lodge has 
maintained his power in Massachu- 
setts are as venal and menaceful as 
anything that Platt, Penrose or Quay 
ever attempted. 

Mr. Crooker added that he real- 
ized the administration would fight 
to “retain its principal senatorial

TO MODIFY SYSTEM 
AT ELLIS ISLAND 
FOR IMMIGRANTS 


Washington, December 16.—Plans 
to modify the present system of 
handling immigrants at Ellis Island 
were announced today by Secretary 
Davis of the labor department after 
some complaints regarding conditions 
there again had been called to his 
attention by Sir Auckland Geddes, 
the British ambassador. 

Mr. Davis said he had ordered a 
thorough investigation with a view 
to . providing separate accommoda- 
tions at the Ellis Island station for 
immigrants of different nationalities, 
He indicated that no detailed plans 
bad yet been drawn up, however, 
and that he would issue no order on 
the subject until the investigation 
had been completed. 

During his visit to the lahor de- 
partment the British ambassador is 
understood to have called particular 
attention to objections made. by 
British subjects as to the accommo- 
dations provided for those detained 
at Ellis Island pending a decision as 
fo their admission to the United 
States.

War on Malaria 


Will Be Fought 


Doctors of Section Propose 
Ways of Curbing Wide- 
spread Disease. 


War against malaria in the rural 
districts of the south was declared 
by state health officials and physi- 
cians in session at the recent conven- 
tion of the Southern Medical associa- 
tion in Chattanooga, Tenn., it was 
announced in a Georgia board of 
health bulletin Saturday. 

Summer sufferers from malaria 
carry the disease in their systems in 
latent form through the winter and 
could be entirely cured by regufarly 
taking ten grains of quinine ‘ach 
night for eight weeks. Methods of 
killing off malaria-bearing mosquitoes 
were suggested by speakers. 

The state health officer of Alabam‘a 
reported the successful employment 
and wide distribution of top-minnows 
(Gambusia) throughout the state in 
destroying malaria-mosquito larvae. 
Another interesting report dealt with 
the employment of Paris green on an 
extensive scale ‘as a mosquito larvicide 
around Lake City, Fla. Apparently a 
very small quantity of Paris green 
mixed with road dust and thrown on 
the surface of the water will kill 
wiggletails of the malaria mosquito ef- 
fectively. 

Observations made in Yazoo coun- 
ty, Miss., seem to indicate that a gen- 
erous application of creosote to the 
walls of negro cabins will keep the 
malaria mosquitoes away.

From London Town 


London, December 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —An important 


judgment was given-in the high court 
this week which will affect a /large 
number of tourists, habitues of Lon- 
don hotels. A woman guest at a West 
End: hotel lost 335 pounds worth of 
jewelry from her room. She sued the 
proprietor of the hotel — denied lia- 
bility and contended that the plain- 
tiff was negligent in* leaving her bed- 
room door unlocked. - 

Judge Sankey gave judgment for the 
proprietor taking the ground that the 
woman guest did not use proper care 
regarding he? jewelry. She had a key 
to the bedroom door and also a key 
to her wardrobe, both of which she 
could have locked, the court saidgé She 
left her jewel case out where it could 
be seen while she was absent ten mjn- 
utes in her bathroom; therefore she 
was guilty of negligence. 

Another interesting judgment given 
by the same court was in a case where 
two women claimed several hundred 
pounds sterling from another woman, 
who was alleged to have borrowed the 
money on representation that her hus- 
band required it to meet certain bills. 
The husband was brought into the 
action as a defendant, but denied hav- 
ing given his wife authority to borrow 
the money. The judge found against 
the wife, but dismissed the husband 
from the case, asserting “a husband 
is not liable for fraudulent represen- 
tations of his wife, who might order 
an expensive automobile, representing 
that it was for her husband.” 


Titled Fishmongers. 


Fishmongers in Bond street—Lon- 
don’s Fifth avenue—are what in the 
vernacular may be termed “rare-birds” 
but when they happen to be titled 
Englishwomen as was the case this 
week their rarity is still more en- 
hanced. Several wives of prominent 
lords, under the leadership of Lady 
Rodney, donned rubber aprons and 
took over a fish shop in the fashion- 
able shopping district. They proceed- 
ed to arrange kippers, bloaters, floun- 
ders and oysters, and all their brothers 
and cousins, in such a manner that, 
instead of presenting their usual scaly 
appearance, they looked so delectable 
that titled housewives’ throughout 
London began booking orders at fancy 
prices. 

Be it said on behalf of these aris- 
tocratic saleswomen that they were 
not after sordid gain; they were re- 
sorting to this novel scheme for rais- 
ing funds for the dockland settlement 
at Canningtown, a famous social settle- 
ment, sponsored by leading aristocrats. 
The Duke of York and Princess 
Helena Victoria are presidents of the 
settlement which is supported by such 
prominent personages as Dowager 
Queen Alexandra, Ladies Patricia 
Ramsay, Juliet Trevor and Evelyn 
Ward, Viscountess Curzon and others. 

Boom in Music. 


There is a music boom on in Eng- 
land at the present time, and the musi- 
cians and the music indwstry are en- 
joying a period of great prosperity, 
notwithstanding the general trade de- 
pression. The reason for this is the 
great interest in musical entertain- 
ments for the public and the popu- 
larity of dancing. 


Musicians have suffered little from 
uuemployment during the dark days 
in other trades and businesses. Out 
of the 5000 musicians who specialize 
in theater, music hall and cinema 
orchestras there are barely one hun- 
dred without work. 

The fact that there is dancing prac- 
iically everywhere creates a keen de- 
mand for instrumentalists, many of 
whom earh more than two guineas 
nightly. 

Choral sqcieties have been revived 
since the War, and this year many 
new ones have been started through- 


out the country, creating an-increas- 


ed demand for solo vocalists. orches- | 


tras and sheet music. The piano 
building trade also has experienced 
a boom. Most of the factories have 
been working overtime for months. 
This is due partly to the increased 
eall for pianos at home and abroad 
and the fact that trade in German 
made instruments has virtually been 
killed. 


Tennis Dispute. 

The long standing dispute between 
the United States and Great Britain 
over the metiwd for determining the 
world tennis championship may be 
settled here at Christmas time. Del- 
exates from the Davis cup nations 
will assemble in London, December 
20, to discuss international tennis 
matters. ‘The United States is un- 
derstood to be ready to enter the In- 
ternational Tennis federation if that 
body revokes the old agreement which 
gave England the right in perpetuity 
to hold annually the tournament to 
establish the grass court world cham- 
pion. 

The United States was no party 
to this agreement and never has rec- 
ognized Wimbledon winners as ‘hav- 
ing a right to the world title, while 
Fingland stubbornly has refused 
recognize any but a Wimbledon vic- 
tor as champion, irrespective of 
whether he is immediately afterwards 
defeated in the United States. 

But now new blood and new ideas 
have been infused into the British 
Isles Lawn Tennis association through 
a reform committee which has an- 
nounced its policy as “one of progress, 
not of prejudice.” 

The reformers have succeeded in 
placing a score of their candidates 
on the council of old members which 
they contended held obsolete views 
and has been following a policy of 
masterly inactivity. 

IP. W. Rothan, one of the leaders 
of the reformers, has been elected 
chairman of the association’s inter- 
national committee. Mr. Rothan and 
other speakers at a recent meeting ex- 
pressed the feeling that the trouble 
between the United States and Brit- 
ish tennis bodies soon would be set- 
tled by roundtable discussions. If 
so, it will be the first time in more 
than a decade that all the tennis na- 
tions have agreed on how a tennis 
champion should be agreéd on. 


Grand Opera Losing. 

Covent Garden Opera house, which 
for more than a century had been 
England’s premier home for grand 
opera, has fallen under the _ influ- 
ence of the modern trend toward 
comedy and jazz and shortly will open 
ag a musical comedy emporium. As 
a grand opera house the theater has 
not been a success since before the 
war. The waning popularity’ of 
grand opera in England was dealt 
its final blow by the wartime inter- 
mission. Although there have been 
a few attempts sinte the war to re- 
introduce opera on a grand scale they 
all have been failures. 

Covent Garden is not the only the- 
ater that has been forced to give up 
grand opera, for out of the many 
houses which in pre-war days pro- 
duced opera there is none now which 
ean be called London’s home of grand 
opera. 

The late Oscar Hammerstein's 
beautiful opera house, which failed 
ten years ago, is now being used as 
a movie theater, while the “Old Vic” 
is nbw running only light opera. 
Covent Gardenh will open in January 
with an American comedy played by 
George Robey, England’s' premier 
comedian,

The 
other was a .52-caliber long, with a 
hammer, and when turned over to 
the police by Pollard had six live car- 
tridges in its chambers. It is a new 
weapon, the authorities declared, and 
had not peen fired. Pollard is said 
to have told the police that this 
weapon belonged to him. A _ permit 
for him to carry a gun was issued 
on October 13, last.

Richmond Detectives Say 
They’re Ready to Prose- 
_ cute for Killing of 
Atlanta Woman. 


Richmond, Va., December 16,— 
Following another day ot investiga- 
ion, during which detectives held a 
series of conferences with witnesses 
and went over the various phases of 
the case in detail, it was announced 
tonight that the commonwealth is 
ready to proceed with the prosecu- 
tion of Thomas Pollard, real estate 
and insurance man, on a*charge ot 
murder in connection with the killing 
ot Mrs, Thelma Hamm LJtichardson, 
pretty stenogfapher, who was shot 
to death at the Pollard home Monday 
night. This announcement is taken 
to mean that the preliminary hearing 
of the case will be held in the police 
court next Saturday, as scheduled, 
at which time it will be determined 
Whether Pollard and J. Mosby West, 
held as an accessory shall face the 
grand jury. 

Commonwealth’s™ attorney Dave 
Satterfield, said today that he had 
been in conference with several per- 
song who are expected to prove im- 
portant witnesses at state and ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the prewat 
status of the case. The prosecutor 
intimated that sensational develop- 
ments may be expected when Pollard 
and West are arraigned. 

One of the outstanding develop- 
ments of the case today was the an- 
nouncement by the police that they 
will insist upon West being tried as 
an ,accessory to the killing of the 
young woman. The detectives frank- 
ly say they do net believe West has 
told all he knows about the killing of 
Mrs. Richardson. The officers declare 
that West has not given them a clear 
story of what happened at the Pol- 
lard home on the night of the killing, 
or of the events which preceded the 
visit to Pollard. 

It was learned today that the po- 
lice arg relying largely upon a state- 
ment made to them by Herbert E. 
Richardson, Jr., divorced husband of 
the slain woman, for a solution of the 
case. This statement has not been 
made public, although the authorities 
admit the husband told them the story 
of his estrangement and subsequent 
divorce from his wife. In this story. 
the police said Richardson fixed the 
blame for his domestic troubles and 
gave them information which they 
think eventually will lead to a com- 
plete solution of the case. 

Pollard maintained his silence to- 
day. He has not yet told his story 
of the killing and his counsel today 
intimated that no word from him may 
be expected until the hearing next 
week, Aside from the story told the 
police on the night of the killing and 
his brief examination at the inquest 
Wednesday, J. M. Mosby West has 
followed Pollard’s example and has 
delined to disuss the ase.

One of two diamond rings worn 
by Mrs. Chastaine was’ missing.

M. Chastaine, husband of the woman 
is one ‘of Marshall county's well- 
known farmers and was in Madill to 
witness the Ku Klux Klar parade 
when he discovered the flames. Rush- 
ing home, he reached there too late 
to enter the house and search for 
his wife.

sistance to the Germans, together 
with the departure of Ambassador 
Harvey to Washington next week and 
intimations that the “Harding admin- 
istration is disposed to exert a help- 
ful influence in European affairs, 
attract wide attention here and 
Washington and New York dispatches 
bearing on these questions ffill the 
leading columns of the press. 

The experts, in viewing the sug- 
gestion of a loan with considerabte 
skepticism, reflect the attitude taken 
yesterday in responsible cireles in the 
money market. The Morning Post's 
financial editor writes that. financial 
quarters consider it unlikely that con- 
fidence in Germany can be sufficijent- 
ly restored to render an international 
loan to that country at all probable 
for some time to come, although some 
day, under favorable conditions, it 
will be possible. 

Equally emphatic doubts are ex- 
pressed by several other newspapers, 
nithough it is clear that the opinions 
of their experts are not necessarily 
based on suspicion of Germany. The 
Daily Telegraph’s diplomatic corrés- 
pondent says that one of the condi- 
tions precedent to any loan to Ger- 
many must be the scaling down of the 
German indemity.

School Enrollment 
Shows Big Increase 
In Colquitt County

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Wave-Length Is Another 
Feature That Amateurs 
Should Watch for Max- 
imum Distance Reports. 


It was more than a month ago that 
‘amateurs and broadcast interests as- 
sociated in the Atlanta Radio club 
decided on what is known as the Ro- 
chester plan for alletment of hours 
between amateurs and broadcasting 
stations. The Rochester plan doesn’t 
eall for the working of any b&rdship 
on either the amateur or the broad- 
east listener. 

The Rochester plan calls for ama- 
teurs to keep their transmitters quiet 
from 7 o'clock until 10:30 o'clock in 
the evening. In so many words, if 
the amateurs will give the broadcast 
listeners those three hours and a half 
to listen to concerts, they can have 
the remainder of the night ior their 
DX traffic. 

Be it said it favor a great many 
amateurs in and around Atlanta, they 
have observed the Kochester plan, but 
there are a few others who have not 
‘observed the Rochester plan and have 
shown no intention of following it. 

Question of Ae ourtesy. 

It is true enough that an amateur 
under his license is _ privileged to 
transmit whenever be wants to, but it 
iisn’t a question of priv ilege now that 
| ther re are sO many tnousands o. broad- 
cast listencrs. One has to consider 
the question of common courtesy. 

Since the adoption of the Roches-

i\WGM. Certainly chis is courtesy on | 
the part of station WGM even in the 
face of continued ORM from those 
few amateurs in Atlanta who persist 
in sending during Atlanta's quie 
jh our. 


Are Not Handling DX. 
There is a peculiar thing about 
| this quiet hour sending of amateurs. 

At least it has been the cause of 
|comment by eight ont of “ten ama- 
teurs with whom the question has 
; been discussed. These amateurs who; 
‘send during the yuiet hour are not 
‘handling DX traffic. They are sim- 
ply sending “This is... How do you 
hear me, how do you hear me. I'm 
| using ete., ete.’ 

There isn’t much exeuse for spark 
and (. W. interference when it is of 
this brand. Almost every amateur 
will agree to that. 

One finds also that the DX ama- 
teurs in Atlanta don’t send = during 
the quiet hour. Before  broadcust- 
ing came they handled their DX traf- 
fic after 10° o'clock and they still 
handle it then. ‘They are not the ones 
to complain about broadcasting of 
station WGM’s brand. 

There is another noint © be made 
about these amateurs who send dur- 
ing the quiet hour. Three-fourths 
ef them are far above their author- 
ized wave-length of 200 meters. They 
may get a little better results on their 
meters when they are tuned to 200 
or 400 meters, but the reports they 
get show they are not doing much In 
the way of distance. 

Results on 200 Meters. 

There is one amateur here, whom 
everyone knows is operating on a 
wave-length of exactly 200 meters. 
He is A. Edwards, and his reports 
show that he is obtaining gratifying 
results. He is using one 50-watt tube 
as a ©. W. transmitter and he has 
covered the country. 

The point is that these amateurs 
who operate their transmitters above 
(their wave- -length are not getting re- 
| ports from distant points because ama- 
, teurs in other sections are not expect- 
ing other amateurs to come in on 300 
and 400 meters and do not tune for 
amateurs on these  wave-lengths. 
They work amateurs on 200 meters 
and hearing no other calls for them 
lon 200 meters, they don’t go to 300 
or 400 meters looking for them. 

Will Invite Only Hatred. 


If amateurs persist in pounding 
brass during Atlanta’s quiet hour they 
only invite hatred on the part of the 
broadcast listener. whe would be their 
best friend if they would cultivate 
| friendship. 

The Rochester plan has been adopt- 
ed by the Atlanta Radio club and it 
should be followed, but if amateurs} 
can’t keep their keys and phones quiet 
during the whole three hours and a 
ros they certainly ought to observe 
t ufet hour from 8:30 to 9:30 
o Vaoek. because it is in that hcur that 
they can makg friends or enemies of 
broadcast listeners. 

It would be much better for the 
amateurs to have broadcast listeners 
-as friends rather than enemies.

Paris, December 14.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—Members of parlia- 
ment are asking each other how near 
President Millergnd might come to 
essaying in France the role played 
by Premier Mussolin: in Italy. “Par- 
liament talks too much and does too 
little,” the president said recently in 
an address before the Ilunstitution of 
France. This was said in the presi- 
dent’s usual quiet, and, undemonstra- 
tive way instead of according to the 
aggressive Mussolini method, but it 
touched the sensibilities of the sena- 
tors and they are now discussing just 
how far such personal presidential 
initiative may go. . 

“Parliaments are constituted for 
talking purposes,” the s@nators re- 
tort. “It is for the government to 
govern. If France is not properly 
governed let the government, 
President Millerand at its head, ex- 
plain.” 

Before elecfion to the presidency 
M. Millerand warned the members of 
both houses that he would not be sat- 
isfied to play the effaced role of: his 
immediate predecessor, declaring that 
he would restore the office to its 
constitutional footing of a real execu- 
tive position.

It would be wiser to group the 
immigrant population as a whole 
and hold the three per cent to a 
ratio to the total, without stipulat- 
ing from what country they shall 
come, just so théy are desirable 
and meet all the other conditions 
imposed upon foreigners entering 
American shores.* 

Certain it is, the south is getting

“We have always said, and I think 
said rightly, tha’ it was the Atlanta 
spirit which built this beloved city 
of ours. So when we wanted to do 
any big thing we have appealed to 
the Atlanta spirit, and, inthe years 
gone by, never. appealed in_ vain. 
But now we must face the ugly fact 
that for the past year or more that 
appeal has failed. I am _ writing 
about it now within the shadow of 
one of the saddest failures of them 
all, i 

Five of the most beautiful and in- 
telligent ministries, through which 


the Atlanta spirit has ever found ex- 
pression, made a united appeal to the 
heart and mind of Atlanta for just 
enough money to barely live and do 
their work, and up to the time of 
this writing not half of that money 
has been given. The sad part ot it 
is that this is not our first failure. 
These same organizations failed a 
year ago. Then the chamber . of 


deaf. The Red Cross spoke, with a 
voice which has hitherto had such a 
compelling appeal to the heart of our 
people as to bring a full and free re- 
sponse of loving liberality. But the 
answer this year was meager and 
inadequate. What has come over the 
spirit of Atlanta? 

It is always difficclt to make a 
definition of the spiritual. We can 


only talk about it—never talk 
around it—in such a way as_ to 
clearly define it.

ures as to the production of corn 
and oats in our state. The years 
1921 and 1922 will answer our pur- 
pose, 

I proposed to be as brief as possible 
| -deaving much between the lines to 
be read by you at your leisure. You 
are familiar with the fact that it 
feustomary in this state to feed to a 
horse or a mule a peck of corn or of 
oats, or a peck half and@ half, a day; 
that means seven and one half bush- 
e¢§ a month or ninety bushels a year. 
Of corn meal, a ration per person is 
one peck a week with three and one 
half pounds of bacon a week. Of 
meal, that would be thirteen bushels 
per person, 

Quantity for Horses and Mules. 

Corn is fed to swine at the rate of 
twenty-two and one half bushels per 
head a year. The quantity men- 
tioned is a very economical outlay cor 
the purpose stated. 

In 1921, we had in Georgia 101,900 
horses, 406,000 mules and 2,030,000 
swine,

els corn-oats a year, 45,630,000 bush-

First England and then France backed 
down from that position because it 
was decided that there was a better 
way out. 

.There is absolutely no question but 
we stand in a different position from 
any of our allies regarding the war 
debts. It must be admitted that the 
$10,000,000 000 owed us was borrow- 
ed in good faith with the promise te 
pay. But so far those who are de- 
manding payment dollar for dollar 
have neglected. to answer one im- 
portant question. How would we 
take payment if one of those who 
owed us said: “We are ready to pay: 
how do you want. it?’ We don’t 
want any more gold. We don't want 
goods or service. What do we want? 
That is the nut which so far has nos 
been cracked.

Setting forth at once, I traveled from 
one end to the other of Bengal, where the 
native fairs were in full swing, threading 
my way in and out among the stalls—stalls 
of basket work, wool, goatskins, hand- 
woven materials and silks and scarves, past 
fakirs and pigs and poultry ready for the 
Slaughter. Everywhere there were elephants 
—and elephants for sale—but they were all 
fom six to eight feet high. 

4n elephant meeting the cable specifica- 
ties; would have been less than 2 years of 
age A full-grown elephant is seldom 


shivfed to the United States, because he. 


is tem bulky to crate and the vessels refuse 
poist-blank to carry uncrated animals. I 
trasr7led through Assam inquiring on every 


harv! about baby elephants, from the time 
1 got up in the morning until I went to 
bel at night. My pride was aroused. I! 
c@uld not countennace falling down on the 
arder. 

Returning to Calcutta I crossed to Ran- 
goon, where I heard that a lumber camp 
up the Irawadi river was selling a number 
of elephants, including one young calf. 
With Kussad, my Indian “boy,” I took the 
first river boat out of Rangoon. Two days 
Jater 1 got off at a little cluster of mud 
huts, and there I hired a bullock-cart for 
a six-day journey. 

At the lumber camp fifteen or twenty 


work elephants were chained under a big 


shed. Among them was a cow—and a calf 
—the very calf, | perceived in delight, that 
I] had been seeking. 1 examined it breath- 
lessly. One must be a veritable David 
Jarum to buy elephants, for the natives 
do not take the best care of the beasts 
and they often develop foot and leg dis- 
eases. This is especially true of the young 
ones. Only perfect animals are acceptable 
for training and stage performances; so it 
behooves the buyer to examine his pur- 
chase well. This baby elephant met every 
requirements. I promptly closed my bar- 
gain with the superintendent of the camp. 

Hours were then spent in trying to get 
the calf away from the mother. We tempt- 
ed it with fruit and tried to get a rope 
over it, but the old cow was savage. She 
strained at her chain, threw up her trunk 
and trumpeted loudly. We were afraid 
she would injure the baby in her effort 
to keep us from getting it away from her. 
We had no success all the rest of that day. 
The next morning, though, we contrived 
to get a rope around the neck and feet 
of the calf and swiftly dragged it away 
from the mother before she realized what 
was happening to her. 

Building a gangplank, with the help of 
three men, we shoved the reluctant baby 
elephant info the bullock cart. On the 
trip out of the jungle to the Irawadi, we 
would drive a few miles and then let Pau- 
line out (she became Pauline Frederick, 
after a favorite film star). At first we 
had to coax her along with bananas, but 
in a short time she became docile and trot- 
ted quietly beside the cart. 


MONTH later, Pauline was on her way 
y to America. In the first day out she 
had made friends with everybody aboard 
ship. Even the chief steward, with whom 
1 had on a previous trip a serious misun- 
derstanding over some of my supplies,

to it.’’ 

] lived as 2 child in the suburls of Dal- 
las, Texas, when the suburbs were real 
country. I bore kome in triumph every- 
thing from junebuygs and turtles to rat- 
tlesnakes. Before 1 was 10 I was an old 
hand at capturing venomous reptiles. 

It was my ambition to have a trained 
connection with a shipper’s guide book, 
took me to every important point On the 
coast of Asia, from Yokohama to the Per- 
sian gulf. I wrote Dr. William T. Horna- 
day, of the New York Zoological park, of 
whom I had long been an admirer, asking 
if he would be interested in my picking 
up specimens along the way. A cable from 
him in the affirmative awaited me at Singa- 
pore. 

As soon as I landed, therefore, 1 went 
to see Yew Kee, the Chinese animal-trader. 
He lives with his family and animals on 
a crowded street. A half dozen Chinese 
children were gathered around the dark 
entrance. In the still darker passageway, 


inside, 1 could barely distinguish cots and 
tables. Yew Kee, a dried-up old man, 
wearing Chinese glossy trousers and an 
American undershirt, was lying on a bam- 
boo opium bed, tranquilly smoking “hop.” 
He rose lazily when 1 came in and, with 
the studied indifference that is character- 
istic of the astute Chinese merchant, told 
me tp look around his place, 

In the half-darkness, yellow and green 
pairs of eyes gleamed with hate, and | 
made out panthers and leopards in small 
wooden cages, piled on top of each other. 
Parrots were screaming as they turned 
round and round on their wire perches. 
As | stumbled forward, something: caught 
at my hair, and I looked up to see a huge 
baboon chained to a shelf. In one corner 
were two leopard cubs that looked rather 
tame and easy to handle. Watching me 
linger over them affectionately, Yew Kee 
asked me in Malay if I wanted to buy them. 

1 knew just enough Malay to answer, 
“prapa?’’ “How much?’ We began bar- 
gaining about the price, and finally Yew 
hee called out ‘““Mem!’? Mem, a big woman, 
well past middle age, wearing Chine 
trousers and a Cantonese brocaded blac! 
jacket, appeared in the passageway. Unlik 
a4 great many Chinese wives, she is 
partner in Yew Kee’s business. Yew Kee 
never makes an important sale without first 
consulting his wife. On this occasion they 
argued back and forth for half an ho 
and finally Yew Kee agreed to sell m2 
cubs at one-half his original price. A few 
cays later they died—for I had not been 
experienced enough to know that they were 
too young and delicate to ship. 

This was the beginning—none too encour- 
aging—of our transactions in wild animals. 
Yet Yew Kee and I became warm friends 
and have been doing business on a large 
scale ever since. I can now cable to him 
that 1 shall be in Singapore on a certain 
date, and he will permit no one to b 
animals from him until I have mad 
choice.

\F since the dealers protect their 
customers in prices as well as in specimens. 
I well remember an enthusiastic Americ: 
but very green to the animal busine 
who went out to make a fortune by buyin 
up everything in sight at the prepostero 
prices. demanded. Immensely elated, 
went aboard ship with a cargo of animals 
worth £4,000 or $5,000 that cost him over 
£18,000. He expected to clean up more 
than $50,000. When he arrived in 
Francisco, he sent his list to all the zoo 
ical gardens and dealers in America. 3 
big zoo bought two of his specimens, but 
no one else would look at the animals at 
the exorbitant figures he had_placed on 
them. Within two months they were all 
sold at auction for $3,000. He never re- 
turned to Singapore. 

There are many sides to the business. 
In addition to the obvious hazards of trap- 
ping and buying there is the problem of 
maintaining the animals in health when 
acquired, Feeding is all-important, since 
a different diet is required for each indi- 
vidual species in the shipment. It is a big 
problem, since most of the food must be 


purchased and loaded on the boat at the 
time of sailing. Of course, I can secure 
fresh fruit and vegetables at every port 
along the route, but I usually lay in a 
number of cases of canned milk, bags of 
rice and other grain, a few tons of sweet 
potaioes, bales of hay and a great quantity 
of straw for bedding, which must be 
change@ regularly, a wholesale supply of 
fresh meat, hundreds of dozens of eggs 
and severa\ crates of live chickens, 


1 always buy my eggs and meat for the 
whole trip in Calcutta, where eggs are 
only 11 cents a dozen and the best beef— 


the cat animals must have the best beef— 
is 14 cents a pound. Sometimes 1 take 
several tons of jungle leaves, keep them in 
a cool place and sprinkle them with water 
every day to keep them fresh.

The Love of the Jungle and the Trading in Wild Animals Is Told Here by a Man Who Knows the Jungles of 
the World—The Story of Poor Shikari Shah—The Dealer Who Was Caught in 
His Own Trap. 


ment is made with the butcher on the ship 
to cut up a certain number of pounds of 
beef each day into chunks the size of a 
man’s fist for the cat animals, and to grind 
up another portion into Hamburger steak, 
to be added to the different feed mixtures 
when only a partial meat diet is required. 
Arrangement js also made with the cook 
to boil rice and sweet potatoes and eggs 
for the animals that do not eat them raw. 


HE cat animals are fed beef five days 
a week, Once a week they are given 
freshiv-killed chickens and one day they 
required to fast. This dietary is planned 
to correspond as closely as possible to 
their feeding conditions in the jungle; for 
cat animals often fail to find food for a 
cay Or two and are accustomed to go sup- 
periess to bed occasionailv. A tiger will 
consume from 14 to 16 pounds of beef a 
day. QOrangutangs are given rice and 
milk for breakfast and all the plain boiled 
rice they care to eat a little later in the 
morning. At noon they are given a drink 
of milk with some fresh fruit. Later in 
the afternoon they are fed on boiled sweet 
potatoes, bread and more boiled rice. And 
in between these regular feedings thev are 
treated to Sugarcane, bits of toast soaked 
in tea and sometimes a bottle of tea, which 
they can turn up and drink as skilfully as 
stage-trained animals. 

Usually I carry from two to three hun- 
dred of the common Indian rhesus mon- 
keys, which are transported in specially 
built cages, thirty to the cage. Each mon- 
key is rationed a half pound of paddy rice 
in the morning and bread scraps from the 
Ship’s galley or chopped sweet potatoes 
in ‘the afternoon. The giant python is 
the least trouble of all, as far as diet is 
concerned, If the big snake is in good 
condition and has a round, fat body at the 
time he is loaded on board, he is fed noth- 
ing during the voyage, although he must 
be given fresh water to drink every dav, 
and in the tropics he is doused daily with 
a bucket of water. But if a snake is thin 
and appears to be not in the best condi- 
tion, I usually feed htm two or three live 
chickens once on the way home. 

The actual mixing of bird food I do my- 
self. Every morning four or five large dish- 
pans are set out on the table on which 
are laid the different ingredients—flour 


made from the Indian bean, boiled rice, 
ground meat, mashed bananas, mashed 
sweet potatoes, raw eggs, chopped hard- 
boiled eggs and ghee, an Indian cooking 
oil made from butter fat. These ingredi- 
ents are mixed in different combinattons 
for the various species, to correspond as 
nearly as possible to the diet of the birds 
in their wild state. 

The fact that a tiger will, as I have said, 
consume from 14 to 16 pounds of beef a 
dav, is indicative of how truly ferocious 
these creatures are. Tigers are considered 
a serious menace in the jungles of eastern 
countries. The sultan of Johor is making 
prodigious efforts to rid his country of 
the dangerous man-eating animals. He 
gives a bounty of $100 to natives for 
catching tigers and leopards alive and $50 
for any that they kill. The tigers brought 
in by the natives are kept in a series of 
iron cages in the compound of the sultan’s 
penitentiary at Johor Bharu. 


It is easy to understand why tigers are 


so much dreaded. Take the case of my 
old friend, the Shikari Shah, in the Sundar- 
bans. _ A tiger had taken up his residence 
in the immediate neighborhood, and Shah 
and a number of friends decided to do away 
with the striped cat before he took to man- 
eating. One night they put out bait, on 
which they trained a big, old-fashioned gun 
heavily loaded with shot and slugs. Pul- 
leys and wires were so fixed to the trigger 
that, when the tiger touched the bait, the 
cun would be discharged. In the morning 
Shah and his friends went out to examine 
the trap and found that the gun had gone 
off. Bits of hair, clots of blood and some 
splintered bone indicated that the tiger, 
mortally wounded, had thrashed about the 
jungle. They searched for the dead tiger 
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op: A sixteen-foot python—Mr. Buc

everywhere in the vicinity of the trap. 
When they were on the point of giving up 
the quest and were standing near a clump 
of bushes, the huge cat suddenly lunged 
out. It pounced upon poor Shah, carried 
him to the ground, and tore him to shreds. 


LTHOUGH, as I have before suggested, 
A the buying and Selling of animals may 
in some respects seem as much a matter 
of routine as buying and selling hardware 
or dry goods, yet there is a story with 
almost every animal. And these stories, 
whether directly or indirectly connected 
with the capture of animals, form an epic 
of adventures which would drive all softer 
spirits out of the jungle. But what of 
that truly adventurous nomad of the white 
race that one meets up and down the high- 
ways of the Orient. This is a typical inci- 
dent. 

In Batavia I met a friend of mine, half 
Dutch and half English, whom I had known 
to be one of those same adventurous Spir- 
its. I was shocked to notice that his left 
leg had been amputated above the knee. 
He told me how it happened. 

‘I was living for a short time in a small 
clearing on the outskirts of the jungle 


in Sumatra, northeast of Padang. Every 
day I visited a line of tiger traps I had 
strung out through the jungle. One eve- 
ning before sunset I decided to visit a trap 
within a mile of my camp. My ‘boys’ had 
all disappeared to attend a marriage feast. 
It was foolhardy of me, I admit, to go alone 
into the jungle at this hour, but a tiger 
had been reported in the neighborhood 
and I wanted to see if I had any luck. 
I needed it. 

“In approaching the set, which was con- 
cealed under dry leaves and loose earth, 
1 miscalculated and stepped right into the 
trap. It snapped immediately and caught 
me just below the knee. The tremendous 
force of the spring flung me flat on the 
ground, and as I fell, my rifle slipped out 
of my hand.

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Honors Scandal Sets English Tongues to Wagging 
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Poet-Politician, Charging That Peerages Are Sold Across the Counter for Cash, Leads Attack Which Compels 
Government to Set Up Royal Commission to Devise Rules for Future—Tales of Prices Demanded. 
Whole System May Collapse.

HE honors scandal is up again. It 
is not the first time it has 
thrown England into a transport 
of wrath, but it is expected to 
be the last. The government has 

. been compelled to promise a 
roval commission to abate the storm raised 
by the last honors list, the 
king’s birthday list announced 
on June 3. Royal commissions 
frequently are composed of 
ancient and amiable somnoleazts 
who take a couple of years to 
report and whose report, when 
finished, is printed and laid 
reverently away in the archives. 

This royal commission, how- 

ever, is expected to be a live 

body in an ugly, fighting mood 

and itS report is expected to 

lay down new principles to 

govern” recommendations for 

honors in the future, princi- 

ples which will put an end to 

the present suspicion 
that honors are bought 
in England by con- 
trivutions to party 
funds. 

“The worst phase of 
the honors scandal,’’ 
Godfrey Locker-Lamp- 
son, M. P., told me in 
London, “is the im- 
pression to which it 
gives rise abroad, that 
the king in whose 
name honors are be- 
stowed, is in some 
fashion a party to the 
trettee. eae, of 
course, is whollv erro- 
neous. It is the gov- in henors. 
ernment which recom- 
mends for honors and the king bestows 


ment 


them on the recommendation of his goy- 


ernment. The traffic to which we are try- 
ing to put an end, takes place in connec- 
tion with recommendations and the rec- 
ommendations which were acted upon in 
the recent birthday list are the last 
Straw.”’ 

The poet son of a poet, a quiet bookish, 
determined little man, Locker-Lampson has 
rounded up 300 of the 700 members of 
the house of commons in a resolute, and 
now successful, attempt to compel the 
government to face the honors scandal. 
When the war came this student-politician 
left his Elizabethan library and his Greek 
and Roman coins at Rowfants for the mud 
and blood of the trenches, where he wrote 
a soldier’s anthology of verse to the ac- 
companiment of Jack Johnsons and pip- 
squeaks. But his purism is not limited to 
literature. He looks upon political life as 
a solemn obligation not to be profaned 
by the buying and selling of honors. 

His attack on'the government has set 
all England talking. For once, the house 
of commons is really excited. The whole 
country is anxious to tell tales.

The story is told everywhere around Lon- 
don of a prominent charity worker who, 
in canvassing for funds for her charity, 
received an offer of $150,000 from a cer- 
tain Londoner, in case she procured him a 
baronetcy. Carried away in her enthusi- 
asm for her cause, she did not stop to 
weigh the ethics of the offer, but wrote 
a note at once to a titled friend in the gov- 
ernment, Outlining the offer and pleading 
that a baronetcy be secured for the would- 
be donor to her charity. The reply she 
received from her titled friend was a dis- 
tinct setback. She was given a severe 
lecture in it, and as a result decided that 
She had been misinformed about the sale 


of honors. Imagine her surprise about a 
month later, when she heard that the 
would-be donor had been gazetted for ‘“‘dis- 
tinguished public services” as a baronet! 
“Now she wonders who got the $150,000 
which*her charity might have secured. 


UT Godfrey Locker-Lampson’s attack on 
the government in the house of com. 
mons has not been the only attack which 
the government has had to meet. While 
the rough and tumble of the commons 
has compelled the government to grant a 
royal commission, the serene quiet of the 
house of lords has been disturbed by a 
similar attack. If you know the lords, 
you will hardly be able to imagine the

the house, the Duke of Northumberland 
sits like an eagle, sharply pecking at the 
government. For the rest—the silence of 
a hundred dukes, earls and humbler barons. 


In this setting, the Duke of Northum- 
berland arose the other day and bluntly 
asked the government ‘‘whether in the last 


six months it had authorized any person 
to make a direct offer of an honor in ex- 
change for a money payment.” That might 
have been expected to make the govern- 
ment sit up with a start in the commons, 
but not so in the lords. The Earl of Craw- 
ford half rose from his seat on the front 
bench to say that “so far as the govern- 
ment are concerned, no such authoriza- 
tion has been given,” and then returned 
to his ode. 

The Duke of Northumberland, however, 
declares that he has seen letters supposed 
to be from intermediaries between the gov- 
ernment and the prospective recipients of 
honors. In one case, he said, a gentleman 
in the north of England was asked for 
$200,000 for peerage. In another case, 
the intermediary mentioned $60,000 for a 
knighthood and $175,000 or $200,000 for 
a baronetcy. The government, he says, has 
amassed a party fund of between $5,000,- 
000 and $10,000,000, and besides has vio- 
lated the ancient rule which forbade the 
issuance of honors to editors. Respecting 
the sources of this enormous party chest, 
his grace cites instances in which touts 
from the government have hawked honors 
about. He tells of one tout who told the

prospective contributor to the party chest, 
that he was authorized to offer him a 
knighthood or a baronetcy—‘‘not of the 
Order of the British Empire, no nonsense 
of that kind, but the real thing.” The 
knighthood, the tout is reported to have 
said would cost $60,000 and a baronetcy 
would entail a contribution to the party 
chest of $175,000.

-had been cases in the past where persons 


had paid for honors and had failed to re- 
ceive them, but that in this case nothing 
need be paid until it was absolutely certain 
that the honor would be granted. This 
was before the issuance of the-last birth- 
day list, and the tout explained that there 
were only five knighthoods left. he Duke 
of Northumberland says he knows of an- 
other case in which a well-known man was 
asked to accept a high honor for his serv- 
ices during the war. 


HERE has been some sentiment, most 

of it outside parliament, in favor of 
demanding the publication in future of 
the names of all donors to the funds of 
political parties. In fact, the late Cecil 
Chesterton, the author, was long a pro- 
tagonist of a compulsory audit of party 
funds, a measure which thus far has been 
resisted by every party. ‘“‘What would be 
thought of an ordinary business firm 
which refused to audit its accounts?”’ Mr. 
Chesterton used to ask in the house of 
commons. Thus far, however, no head- 
way has been made toward official publica- 
tion of the sources of party funds, and 
Mr. Locker-Lampson, in a long talk I had 
with him today, told me that it was still 
deemed impossible. ‘Our present fight,” 
he said, “is directed exclusively toward 
limiting recommendation for honors to 
persons who have actually rendered public 
Service which warrants their recommenda- 
tion, and whose personal characters are 
such as to befit the dignity which it is 
proposed to confer on them.” 


os is also in Locker-Lampson’s mind 
no notion of abolishing honors, but 
in the general mind of England today it 
would be far from true to say that no such 


notion exists. The examples of the do- 
minions have not been lost on the British 
mind. The Canadian parliament has al- 
ready politely asked that no further hon- 
ors should be bestowed on Canadians. Gen- 
eral Smuts, premier of the South African 
union, was sufficiently moved by the rec- 
ommendation of Sir J. B. Robinson for a 
peerage, as to protest in the union house 
of assembly that the recommendation had 
not been made on his suggestion. And 
the new South Wales labor conference, 
commenting on a knighthood recently con- 
ferred on an Australian, denounced it as 
‘on insult to white Australia.”

» HE civil war ended April 9, 1865.

It seems that 
their identification was not sufficient to 
satisfy the bankers, that they were the 
persons named in the power. of attorney. 
The banker told them that the papers had 
been executed for several months, and 
that where so much money was involved it 
was possible for the papers to be stolen 
or to fall into the hands of strangers, and 
in that way the bank would be deceived 
and the money paid over to persons who 
had no right to it.

TO explanation or argument by Mr.

And. so Captain Hilliard 
and Mr. Hargraves, Jr.j and his young Eng- 
lish wife took their box of gold on the 
ship and bid old England a long farewell. 

In due course Of time they reached New 
York. -They took their box of gold to 
the hotel, and as English gold with its 
pounds and crowns, would be a strange 
thing in Wiregrass Georgia they decided 
to have the English gold exchanged for 
American gold. They bought a plain iron 
safe and into this iron safe they placed the 
American gold with its eagles and dollars, 
and set sail for Savannah, Ga., then out to 
old Tetbeauville, now Waycross, Ga., and 
then out by private conveyance to the old 
Hargraves farm, a distance of forty miles 
or more. This farm is about eighteen miles 
southeast of Douglas, Ga., on the Seven- 
teen-Mile creek. 

So much money in the possession of 
one man in Wiregrass Georgia soon spread 
to every home in the county.

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HE period of the German re- 
Sponses is in many ways the 
most interesting and significant 
of the peace conference. It 
brought out more clearly and 
definitely than ever before the 
real problems of peace, espe- 

cially in its more difficult and 
complicated economic aspects; and it in- 
voked a response from the public opinion 
of the world not possible before because 
neither the terms of the treaty nor the 
contentions of the Germans were known. 

It was a period, in proportion to the en- 
tire length of the peace conference some- 
what extended, lasting from May 7, when 
the ‘“‘book,’’ as Clemenceau called it, was 
laid down before the Germans at the 
Trianon palace, and June 28, when it 
was signed in the Hall of Mirrors. During 
the period the Germans, housed in the 
hotel at Versailles, were furiously busy 
with their responses, couriers were speed- 
ing back and forth with red-sealed docu- 
ments and every effort was being made 
to finish the treaty and get to the signing. 

As it was said in the last chapter, there 
were three tests to be applied to the treaty 
—was it just; would the Germans accept 
it; could it be practically carried out? In 
one of the very first of the German notes, 
May 10, the attack is opened upon all 
three of these points. It asserts that a 
first perusal of the treaty reveals that ‘‘on 
essential points the basis of the peace of 
right, agreed upon petween the belliger- 
ents, has been abandoned.’”’ It also asserts 
that some of the demands are such as ‘‘no 
nation could endure,”’ and that “many of 
them could not possibly be carried out.” 


But what effect the Germans hoped to 
obiain by this ‘wholesale preliminary con- 
demnation is difficult to imagine. It was 


part and parcel of the want of tact, in- 
ability to apprehend the psychology = of 


the occasion, that also marked the cere-. 


mony Of May 7. Instead of unsettling the 
leaders at Paris, it only nettled them, as 
the records show, and made them more 
set upon justifying their actions. It had 
an eSpecially unfortunate effect upon 
President Wilson, who might have been 
greatly disturbed by a clear, unimpassion- 
ed presentation of concrete cases in which 
the terms conflicted with the principles 
of the peace, but who was simply rendered 
indignant by this blanket indictment. He 
knew well enough what had been done, 
knew that settlements had been agreed 
to which did not wholly conform to his 
standards for the sake of giving the chaotic 
world immediate peace and to secure a 
powerful new organization to guarantee it. 
Unsupported accusation only inspired him 
to general denial and plunged the whole 
discussion into an atmosphere of passion- 
ate controversy. 


NE of the most powerful points of at- 

tack by the Germans was the Saar val- 
ley settlement, both on the ground that 
it Offended the principle of self-determina- 
tion and that -its economic aspects were 
both unjust and unworkable. Here on one 
minor point, a “‘joker’’ in the treaty by 


which a final vote of the population of 


the Saar for Germany was to be effective 
only if she were able to redeem the coal 
mines from France with teir value in gold, 
the German attack was effective and a new 
proposal drawn by the American expert, 
Haskins, was accepted on May 24. It was 


, 
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practically the only change made in these 
sections of the treaty. 

However sound the German arguments 
might have been in this or any other con- 
nection, they had to cut through an op- 
pressive weight of fresh memories of ruth- 
devastation by German armies, ren- 
dered heavier by the sense of irreparable 
loss, and deepened by the conviction that 
these were “‘Huns” to whom treaties were 
mere “‘scraps of paper.’”? No just judgment 
of these events can be arrived at without 
clear apprehension of these considerations. 
Another element of the situation also pow- 
erfully affected the allied leaders; even 
though the treaty might be defective, as 
the Germans argued, and as many allied 
leaders now believed, essential alterations 
at this late time in the already compli- 
cated arrangements, with the whole world 
fretting for the end of the business, might 
disturb the entire basis of the peace and 
lead to new and dangerous dissensions. 
The world was too near chaos to risk 
anything more.

A VIGOROUS attempt was made by the 
+ allies to put the reparation commis- 
sion in a more favorable light than. the 
Germans saw it, and, indeed, the repara- 
tion commission, like the league of nas 
tions, if really used for broad and reason- 
able constructive purposes, and not made 
an instrument of punishment or revenge, 
had—and has—very- great possibilities. 
This gave Wilson an opening, when the 


~ subject was under discussion, for making 


a most Significant suggestion: 

“President Wilson said he would like to 
intimate to the Germans that the experts 
of the allied and associated powers were 
now ready to discuss with their experts 
in regard to financial and economic condi- 
tions. 

“M. Clemenceau thought it would 
weaken the allied and associated powers. 

“President Wilson said that this object 
was to demonstrate to Europe that noth- 
ingehad been left undone which might have 
induced the Germans to sign. If they did 
not sign it would involve sending troops 
into the heart of Germany and their reten- 
tion there for a.long period. Germany 
could not pay the costs of this. occupation 
which would pile up the expenses of the 
people who were already — protesting 
against the burden of occupation. People 
would ask if there was anything reason- 
able left undone which might have averted 
There would be no Ioss of dignity 
by carrying out this plan. The experts of 
the allied and associated powers would 
merely explain the meaning of some parts 
of the treaty of peace which, in his view, 
the Germans had failed to understand. If 
our experts could show that no heavier 
burden had been laid on the German peo- 
ple than justice required, it might make 
it easier for the German delegates to ex- 
plain to their own people.” 

On May 29 the Germans launched their

greatest single criticism of the treaty. It 
was a Small book in itself, called ‘‘Obser- 
vations On the Conditions of the Peace.”’ 
Here they attempted to establish in full 
their case against the treaty as a violation 
of the Wilsonian principles of a just peace. 
The main points in their contention were: 
The disposition of the Saar Valley, Upper 
Silesia and the the reparation 
system and the treatment of private prop- 
erty abroad; the asser.ion of alien juris- 
diction over German nationals; and the 
various non-reciprocal economic engage- 
ments. On all these points the Germans 
were able to put forward unquestionably 
impressive arguments, though they weak- 
ened their case as a whole by certain in- 
accurate historical and_ statistical state- 
ments and by such tactless assertions as 
a claim to a share in the_world’s colonial 
development on the basis of their past 
record. They als@ continued harping on 
the question of responsibility for the war.

“Observations’* made a powerful im- 
pression at Paris. General Smuts wrote a 
Strong letter to President Wilson, dated 
May 30, in which he renewed and empha- 
Sized the criticisms he had made to Lloyd 
George on May 22. 

Brockdorff-Rantzau in his speech had 
called for a league of nations open to “‘all 
who are of good will.’’ The first of the 
German notes, on May 9, transmitting a 
draft of suggestions for the league, inquir- 
ed whether Germany would be invited to 
join. A reply, drafted by Wilson, merely 
called attention to the conditions laid down 
in the first article for the admission of 
further members. But the matter was -not 
so eaSily disposed of. In their general 
“Observations” the Germans delegation 
announced an unqualificd acceptance of 
the military, naval and air terms of peace 
on condition of immediate admission. This 
point was brought out by Lloyd George in 
his speech on June 2. He urged ‘“‘that 
hope should be heid out of their being 
allowed to come in within a year or two.” 
gut there was, significantly, no response 
from Clemenceau. 

The four had long had in mind the pos- 
recourse to the argument ot 
bayonets. Nor was Clemenceau, who took 
the lead in advocating coercion. As early 
as May 9 the British prime minister put 
it forward in the council. | 

“Mr. Llovd George said he would like 
the military representatives at Versailles 
specifically to consider what forces would 
be required for the occupation of Berlin. 
It was unnecessary for the council to com- 
mit itself to a decision because it asked 
for this information. In his view, there 
was a good deal to be said for the occu- 
pation of Berlin if Germany refused to 
sign the treaty. It would be the outward 
and visible sign of smashing the junkers. 
They would never be convinced otherwise. 
He felt sure of this after hearing Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau’s speech.”

On June 20 the council actually au- 
thorized Foch to begin an advance on the 
evening of the 23d, if acceptance had not 
been notified before that time. 


The Germans made desperate attempts 
at the eleventh hour to secure further 
modifications of the treaty. The Scheide- 
mann government resigned and was sucs 
ceeded by a new cabinet, headed by Bauer. 
This government intended to accept the 
treaty, but strove to obtain some further 
ameliorations. On June 22, von Haniel, 
its representative at Versailles, sent in a 
note stating that Germany was prepared 
to yield before the threat of force, but 
would not answer for the consequences. 
He also declared that Germany could not 
recognize her responsibility for the war 
nor deliver up the persons demanded for 
trial. 

Three days more, however, went by be 
fore the plenipotentiaries accredited by 
the new German government were on hand 
to sign the treaty. On the 28th this cere- 
mony took place in the historic Hall of 
Mirrors in the palace at Versailles, but it 
was a pale anti-climax: to the exciting 
drama of the negotiations. 


HE ceremony was intended to outdo 
any Other; but it was crowded and 
overstaged, and wanted the hair-trigger 
uncertainty of the earlier meeting of May 
7. A great concourse of people crowded 
the wide ground of the palace and there 
was a cruSh within. The treaty was finally 
signed, in the very place where Germany 
had once dictated a peace to France and 
the German empire had been born. 

Two of the most striking events of the 
day, because they disturbed the harmony 
of the occasion, were the publication of 
the statement of General Smuts, reiterating 
his conviction of the defectiveness of the 
treaty, and the refusal of the Chinese to 
sign it at all. 

“TI felt,’?> wrote General Smuts, “‘that in 
the treaty we have not yet achieved the 
real peace to which our peoples were 
looking.” 

Over against this criticism, however, he 
set three facts in favor of the settlement: 
it did re-establish peace (that was why 
he signed in spite of his. scruples); it 
marked the passing of Prussian militarism; 
and it set up the league of nations. His 
hope for the future was expressed in the 
words: : 

“The real peace of the people ought to 
follow, complete, and amend the peace of 
the statesmen.”

It is a parable that is rebuke to 
greed, a warning against unneccessary anx- 
iety and a declaration of man’s paramount 
duty.

Instead of being grateful for the abun- 
dance with which he had been blessed, and, 
because of his gratitude, interesting him- 
Self, saying, ‘“‘What shall I do, because I 
be wisely used, he réasoned within him- 
self, saying, “What shell I do, because | 
have no room where to bestow my fruits?” 


It seems not to have occured to him that 
he might aid others not so prosperous—his 
thought was entirely absorbed in himself. 


“This 1 will do,’? he said. “I will pull 
down my barns, and build greater; and 
there will 1 bestow all my fruits and my 
goods.” 


But even this was not enough. 

Not content with making provision for 
the security of his abundant harvest, he 
planned—still thinking of himself only— 
how he could get the most pleasure out of 
Spending it. 

“I will say to my soul, ‘Soul, thou hast 
much goods laid up for many years; take 
thine ease, eat, drink, and be merry.’ ” 

He laid out for himself a very selfish pro- 
gram; just the kind of a program that ap- 
peals to one who has no vision of spiritual 
things.

“One who has worn himself out in the 
effort to amass more money than he needs 
suddenly drops dead. His pastor tells a 
group of sorrowing friends that, by a mvys- 
terious dispensation of providence, death 
has claimed the departed. Why not tell 
the truth about it? Why not say that the 
man was kicked to death by the golden 
cant” 

Tolstoy emphasizes the same thought in 
another way. 

He pictures a man greedy for land who, 
having bought all that his means would pur- 
chase, sells it to buy a larger quantity of 
land where land was cheaper. Then he 


sells this and buys a still larger tract at a 
lower price. 

Finally he hears of a savage chieftain 
who offers to land hunters all that they 
can walk around in a day for a hundred 
rubles. He puts the money in his purse 
and seeks to make this new addition to his 
possession. 

The Common Allotment of the Greedy. 

He finds that the promise is bona fide 
and is told to put the money on the ground 
and that he will be given all ‘he land that 
he can encompass between sunrise and 
Su“ Set. 

The man starts out, eager to get as much 
land as possible. He walks faster and fas- 
ter still; by the time he begins the second 
side more than a fourth of the time has 
elapsed. 

He increases his speed and does not turn 
avain until after the sun has crossed the 
meridian. Then he must hurry still more to 
make the remaining sides, and before he 
reaches the starting peint he is alarmed for 
fear.sunset will overtake him before he has 
finished his journey. 

But by constantly increasing effort he 
reaches the end of the fourth side just as 
the orb of day is sinking below the hori- 
zon. He wins the race, the land is his, but 
he falls exhausted on the spot and then he 
needs the common allotment for the dead 
—aonly six feet of ground. 

But the two lessons preceding would not 
have their full force without the third— 
“Seek ye first the kingdom of God.’ 

If Christ had only rebuked, those who 
desired to follow him might have lost their 
way. But when Christ admonished, He 
also directed, and so, after He had spoken 
of the foolish man who glorified in his 
bountiful crops and planned to spend his 
time in ease—after converting the birds, 
grass,’ grain and fhe flowers into teach- 
ers of spiritual truths. Christ set before 
His disciples that which should be the real 
purpose of life. 

“Seek ve the kingdom of God,’ or, as 
Matthew records it. ‘Seek ye first the 
kingdem of God.” 

There must be a paramount purpose in 
life to which all other purposes should be 
made subordinate and by which all other 
pians must be regulated. 

What the north star is to the mariner. 
Christ’s teachings are to the voyagers on 
incertain sea. 

There are many stars in the heavens, but 
there is only one by which the pilot can 
steer the ship—one star that will give us 
our direction and by which we can locate 
the other stars.

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CHAPTER XVI. 

Tke English Gold Counterfcited. 
Yynes Abraham Hargraves reccived 

Seventy thousand dollars in gold 
from England it made quite a stir in Wire- 
grass Georgia. lt came at a time when money 
was very scarce. Confederate money was 
dead and there was but little silver and gold 
in the country. ‘The seventy thousand dol- 
lars was divided among the ten children of 
Mr. Hargraves. They at once began to in- 
vest, buying horses and cattle, opening 
farms and going into business of various 
kinds. 

In fact, the circulation of gold in Coffee 
and Ware counties, among the common 
people, was an unusual thing, and so a no- 
tion got into the head of one Dr. Nables 
that if he could get some of the people who 
was known to have some of the English 
gold to join him in counterfeiting and pass- 
ing the gold, that they would:make a for- 
tune and die-rich. And so, this doctor 
with the bright idea accosted some of the 
Hargraves heirs and made propositions to 
them and told them the secret by which 
they could alf make a fortune. This doc- 
tor explained that if some who had the Har- 
graves’ gold should pass the counterfeit 
money, it would pass without notice, and 


nothing more would be heard about it. He 
Said any one might take this spurious coin 
and buy cattle with it in Wiregrass,Georgia; 
that the cattle owner receiving payment 
for his cattle in gold, would not think of 
spending his gold, but would hide it away 
some where in his house for safe keep- 
ing and so, about the year 1870 spurious 
gold was in circulation in Wiregrass, Ga., 
some in Ware county. 

An effort was made by the officers to lo- 
cate the outfit where the spurious money 
was made, and aiso to ascertain who the 
counterfeiters were. -They got so hot on 
the trail of the counterfeiters that it seems 
that they moved their counterfeiting appa- 
ratus from some point in Ware county, 
about Waresboro, or Tetbeauville, to Lake 
City, Fla. There the counterfeiters carried 
on their business for some time with more 
or less success. But again the officers got 
on their trail and made it so hot for them 
that they decided to change their base of 
operation for a second time; and so they 
took their apparatus from Lake City, Ela. 
and went to Fernadina, Fla., where they 
took a steamer for Brunswick, Ga. 


The counterfeiters, evidently, intended 
to’ get off on one of the many island along 
the coast between Fernandina, Fla. and 
Brunswick, Ga., and establish their plant 
there and make all the gold they wanted 
without fear of molestation. But to rthei 
great Surprise they found an officer on 
board the steamer looking for them and 
when they learned they would probably be 
arrested on the boat, they took their coun- 
terfeiting apparatus and also their money 
and threw it overboard into the ocean. 


“HAT ended the making of spurious 
coin of English gold; but it did. not end 
the matter with those who were engaged 
in the business. Three men were arrested, 
whose names I could give but will not. 
They were all tried and convicted. One 
man was tried in the United States court in 
Savannah, Ga. and found guilty of passing 
the counterfeit money and was Sentenced 
to serve for some: time. He eventually 
went crazy and was sent to the Asylum at 
Milledgeville, Ga., and was released. The 
old man has been dead many years. The 
other two men were tried in Jacksonville, 
Fla., as it is said their crime was committed 
in the ‘state of Florida. They were both 
found guilty and was sentenced to Serve 
a term in the United States penitentiary, 
then located on the dry Tortugas islands, 
on the southern coast of Florida. The 
counterfeiters and their conviction, some of 
them being prominent men, with good con- 
nections. in south Georgia, created no lit- 
tle stir in the country. There was much 
bitter feeling manifested and some threats 
were made of violence against those who 
had anything to do with the apprehension 
and conviction of these men. 


A FEW vears later, one of the men who 
42was charged with connections in the 
matter, was waylaid and killed one night 
near Tetbeauvilie, in Ware county. The case 
went to the supreme court of Georgia and 
is reported on Page 305, 61 Georgia.

Mr. Hargraves was living when this. coun- 
terfeiting was being done. «He was a very 
plain old man and expressed-himself in no 
uncertain terms as to the men he believed 
to be mixed up in the bad business. 

And thus ends one of the saddest inci- 
dents in connection with the life story of 
“Mother Jones” and her tribe in the Wire- 
grass country. 

CHAPTER XVII. . 
The Ku Klux Klan in Wiregrass Georgia. 

“THE negroes were freed by proclamation 

of President Lincoln, January ist, 1863 
The Civil war closed April 9th, 1865. 
Many of the negroes, who were set free, 
remained with their former masters until 
the close of the. war. Many of these old 
time: negroes are to. be.commended for 
etheir honorable way in which they conduct- 
ed themselves all through the Civil war 
and up to the time the war closed. 

When all the soilders returned home 
from -the war and took up their work, 
where they had left off, many of the ne- 
groes who had been freed, found them- 
selves out of employment, with no work 
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to do, no place to live, and nothing to eat 
or to They were in a deplorable 
fix. 

About this time, to add to the aggrava- 
tion of the situation, a goodly number of 
sneaking idle negroes got. politics and 
equa! rights into their heads. The condi- 
tion of affairs was of such a character that 
it was dififcult to get an explicit charge of 
law violation against them. In order to 
protect the women from insults and to 
protect their little property, and preserve 
order, some of the best citizens of the 
south formed a band known as the Ku Klux 
Klan or “regulators.” When information 
was received by them that persons, either 
white or black, were idle, vicious or steal- 
ing the case was properly considered by 
the regulators and such punishment meted 
into carefully and after being satisfied that 
the party or parties complained of were 
guilty of some Specific crime, or of any 
conduct liable to lead to crime, the person, 
or persons, were properly waited upon by 
the Regulators and such punishment meted 
out to them as they thought just. 

The mere fact that such an organization 
existed had a good effect upon the country 
at large. Idlers went to work, rogues quit 
stealing, to a great extent, and business 
assumed its normal condition.

NLY a few persons were “regulated” 

for being disorderly in this section of 
the country... Jake Trowell and Moses 
Clayton, two colored men, were ‘‘regulat- 
ed’’ for being too smart, and too busy med- 
dling in other men’s matters, and for put- 
ting fool notions in negroes’ heads.’ Paul 
Gaskins, another colored man, was ‘‘regu- 
lated’’ as a bad leader and advisor of a group 
of colored men in his locality. James Tay- 
lor and his three sons (white) were ‘‘regu- 
lated’ for stealnig. Another white man, 
known as Hicks, was charged with steal- 
ing and was only punished by the regula- 
tors. <A family by the name of Atkins 
(white), said to be idlers and rogues, were 
“regulated.”” Joe Vickers and G. Douglas 
were “regulated’’ for improper conduct 
toward a white lady. And others, too num- 
erous to mention, got their “beat’’ in due 
Season. 

Many people thought then, and think 
now, that the regulators did a real serv- 
ice to the country at that time; others, 
however, say that the Ku Klux Klan was an 
organization outside of the pales of the law, 
and for this reason it contained deeds of 
anarchy, and from the neccessity of the 
case, must result in more evil than good. 
And this view about the regulators is part- 
ly substantiated by the conduct and his- 
tory of the organization. 

In this section, it is said, that a man by 
the name of Morey was “regulated” by a 
bunch of his enemies and was charged to 
the regulators. Many other. things, of 
like nature,, were done in many communi- 
ties and charged to the “regulators,” when 
in fact the ‘‘regulators” had nothing to do 
with it. 

\ JHEN the government began to func- 

Y tion and conditions got normal, the 
need for the “regulators”? was ended. But 
those who operated and charged their con- 
duct of these fake regulators, and the busi- 
bold. It remained for Old Man Jack Ward, 
a. grandson of ‘‘Mother Jones,” to put an 
end to their detestable work. Mr. Ward 
had a large farm and plenty of stock, a 
large water mill where wheat was ground, 
flour belted and properly prepared for mar- 
ket, corn ground into meal, lumber sawed, 
and so forth. It is said that a certain group 
of men wanted his premises, his location, 
his farm, his mill, and so forth. They nag- 
ged him in all sorts of ways to make him 
move. From time to time threw notes in 
his yard, insulted his family, posted notes 
on his mill and finally gave him notice 
that he must leave in a certain number of 
days and he moved in a hurry, but he hur- 
ried to Savannah, Ga. and bought a gun for 
each one of his sons: Big John, Stafford, 
Joel, Thomas, and a hired man by the name 
of Ben Testen, and so when time expired 
for him to leave, according to the notice, 
he gave out a statement that he was ready 
to go and for them to come on and get his 
place. But by some hook or crook they 
found out that Old Man Jack had made no 
preparations to leave his farm and mill, 
but on the contrary he had organized a 
small size standing army within his own 
home. 

Other poeple got the spirit of defending 
themselves and their homes from the con- 
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duct of these fake regulators and the busi- 
ness ended up in short order. So far as my 
information goes the Ku Klux Klan ended 
in this part of Georgia at that time, under 
the circumstances stated above. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

The Death and Burial of Abram Hargraves. 
|S amperes 15, 1868, Abram Hargraves 

went to Savannah, Ga. and made his 
will. He died in the year 1872, and his 
will was probated May 15, 1872, and is re. 
corded in the ‘“‘book of wills.’ number . 
page 141. The will covers fourteen pages 
in the will book. 

The last vears of Mr. 
Hargraves was Spent around his old home. 
Rhody, his wife, had died about two years 
before. He was heart-broken and was never 
the same man any more. He not 
Sleep in their old room where they had 
spent a life-time together. His 
were all married and several of them dead. 

Little Abe Hargraves, who married his 
wife in England, died soon after he re- 
turned from England and brought the gold. 
They had no children and his wife soon re- 
turned to her former home in England. 

Mr. Hargraves spent much of his time 
in the fields, around his old mill and fish 
pond in the Seventeen Mile creek, prefer- 
ring woods and fields to home and com- 
pany. One morning soon after breakfast, 
he started for his long walk to the woods 
and fell down helpless in the lane. He was 
Carried to the and only livel a few 
hours. 

When the question of his burial came up 
for discussion, old Hen, his. confidential 
Servant, heard the conversation and told 
them that Mr. Hargraves had told him all 
about how he wanted to be buried. First 
of all, he wanted a very plain coffin, and 
he wanted to be buried in the clothes he 
died in. He did not want everybody to 
go through his pockets, after he was dead. 
He wanted his gun “Long Tom” and his 
tomahawk put in his grave. He wanted 
good heart hewed timbers laid length-dise 
over his coffin and other timbers hewed of 
good size and laid crossways over the 
grave, and then filled in with dirt so as to 
make his coffin secure. When this was 
done, he wanted his friends at the burial, 
to fire one hundred guns over his grave. 

The story was so strange that the family 
began to question Old Hen about when and 
where Mr. Hargraves had made this strange 
request, and then it was that Hen told them 
about the story of the stormy night they 
Spent in the fodder house near the old 
Kemp lake in the Seventeen Mile creek. He 
Said to the family, ‘“‘you remember what 
an awful night that was, and what an aw- 
ful time me and Mr. Hargraves had. It 
was a bad night. Mr. Hargraves talked 
about some awful things that night. He 
told me he was getting old and expected 
some time he would be found dead.” Mr. 
Hargraves was buried with al! the forms 
and ceremonies as requested. 
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HE old Hargraves home is located on 

lot of land, 441 in the seventh dis- 
trict of Coffee county, Georgia. A little 
mound of dirt in the graveyard, not well 
cared for, marks the last resting place of 
‘“‘Mother Jones’ ’”’ last boy. 

At this writing, 1921, one of the son- 
in-laws, Hon. W. M. Denton lives at Bick- 
ley, Ga., and Mary Hargraves, the widow 
of Sydney, lives at Waresboro, Ga. These 
two are the last grand-children, bv 
riage only, of Grandmother Jones on 
Hargraves side. Mrs. Elizabeth Graha 
now 90 years of age, who lives at D 
las, Ga., with her daughter, Mrs. Y 
Sibbett, is the last grand-dauchter on 
Ward side. 

The curious direction which Mr. Ha 
graves gave about his burial made meiv 
people think that he carried a lot of gold 
in his pockets and that this gold was buried 
with him. 

Three diffrent attempts, at diffrent 
times, were made to rob the grave. At 
one time the dirt was dug out to the heavy 
timber and further effort to rob abandon- 
ed at that time. At another time, the grave 
was opened, some of the timbers removed 
and “Old Long Tom,” Mr. Hargraves. old 
rifle, was taken out, and the robbery aban- 
doned. Several years after that the rob- 
bers came in fuil force, it seems, dug the 
dirt away, lifted the heavy timber out, took 
the coffin out and set it on the ground. 
Some of the bones were taken out of the 
coffin, including the skull bone, and scat- 
tered around on the ground. 


TO one knows who the robbers were, aid 


no one knows whether the robbers got 
any money or not; but the bones were all 
gathered up, replaced in the coffin and the 
coffin buried again. 

No further effort has been made to rob 
the grave and Mr. Hargraves now sleeps 
in peace on the side of the big old Seven- 
teen Mile creek, where he made his home, 
reared his family and spent most of his life. 
So here at the grave of Abram Hargraves, 
the last of the six boys, who came to Geor- 
gia with “Mother Jones,” my story ends.

About Mailing Your 
Christmas Boxes Early 


HE postoffices all over the country 

are seeking the co-operation of 
everyone this year in the send- 
ing of Christmas packages, not 
only in mailing them early in 
the month, but to observe the 
rules and -egulations for pack- 
ages and thus avoid much delay. 

This year Christmas eve will come on 
Sunday and Chrisimas day on Monday. 
Many people will overlook this fact and 
wait until it is too late for packages to 
reach the addresses. Start vour packages 
for near-by points NOW. It is permis- 
sible to place the ‘nscription, ‘Do Not 
Open Until Christmas.’’ It is much bet- 
ter to have your parcels reach the ad- 
dresses a few days before Christmas than 
several days afterwards. Parcels for city 
and county should be mailed not later 
than the 20th. 

Do not send small-sized cards and en- 
velopes; in no case should cards and en- 
velopes be smgiler than 2 3-4 by 4 inches; 
sizes larger afe much preferred. Remem- 
ber,* tinsel cards are not mailable unless 
enclosed in envelopes. 
hb mailing your packages, pay close at- 

tention to the following: 

Address plainly, and give 
house and street, if possible. 

Pay postage in full. 

Place the sender’s name in upper left- 
hand corner and the addresse’s name and 
destination in lower right-hand corner. 

No letters are allowed in packages, ex- 
cept such greetings as ‘“‘Merry Christmas,” 
“With Best Wishes,’’ etc. 

Insufe all valuable packages. 

Your postoffice is making every possible 
effort to effect prompt delivery of all 
Christmas mail, and with the co-operation 
of patrons it is hoped that no one will be 
disappointed. So let everyone assist this 
year and allow those working in our post- 
offices to share a “Merry Christmas” 
with us.

Goed Things to Have Besides the Usual Turkey 


Market Basket 


H, the joy and thrill of a Christ- 
mas table and ifs menu carrying 
out the Christmas colors. of 
white, green and red. It matters 
not that it is just the same old 
foods, turkey, sweet potatoes, 
peas and mince pie, but some- 
how with different dresses each 
vear they taste so different and we feel 
like we are really greeting new friends. 

A very attractive yet inexpensive din- 
ner in the Christmas colors given by a 
young homemaker last year had the table 
covered with a white damask cloth. In 
the center stood a large glass bowl filled 
with low masses of evergreen and the deep 
green Christmas ferns, its base wreathed 
about with ground pine. Over these lay 
soft white cotton, glistening with diamond 
dust (otherwise mica dust) in real real- 
istic imitation of snow. 

Four silver candlesticks with red candles 
graced the two table ends. Placed between 
were bonbon dishes, containing white cream 
wafers. Snowball bonbon boxes stood at 
each corner, near the place cards, which 
were white cards with the naine in silver. 

The first course ef grapefruit cocktail 
which was in place when the dinner was 
served, carried the effect still farther, the 
standards of the exquisite slender stemmed 
glasses being buried ,in the same glitter- 
ing snow which formed the keynote of the 
Scheme of decoration. 

As the course following each other, in- 
terest in the general motive, so to speak, 
develops. When the soup apeared served 
in gold ba.uecd bowls, it bore on its Set- 
face a Single star cut from red pimenio— 
Christinas. . The entree 
sounded a still clearer note—the red gold 
ramekins in which it was served rested 
on their saucers surrounded by wreaths 
of partridge berry vine, starred with bright 
scarlet berries. The vegetables were gar- 
nished with green. 


\ YiITH the salad course caine the first 
bit of holly. This was set closely 
as a bordering above the low, broad bowl 
in which was the salad, decorated with a 
circle of wee cream cheese snowballs and 
a large central star of the red pimento. 
The dessert, a biscuit glace, served in red 
and gold plates in holly bordered paper 
cases, each one set in a ring of the glitter- 
ing rope tinsel used for Christmas trees. 


Chestnut Stuffing for Turkey. 


Blanche one pound of chestnuts, boil 
till very tender, and put through a ricer. 
Add one cup of bread crumbs, one-half 
cup shortening, one and one-half table- 
spoons poultry seasoning, one-half cup 
seeded raisins, with salt, pepper, celery, 
salt and pepper to taste. Mix thoroughly. 
This is excellent for poultry or game. 

Roast Chicken. 

Roast chicken or roast of pork with ap- 
ples may be substituted for the expensive 
turkey, if wished, with small detriment 
to your Christmas dinner. Cook peeled 
and cored apples—select a variety that 
does not easily break while cooking—in 
a heavy syrup to which the juice of one 
lemon and one tablespoon butter have 
been added. They may be packed closely 
together in a pan, with the syrup an inch 
deep around them. Cover, watch while 
cooking and turn until tender, then set in 
the top of a rather hot oven uncovered 
and cook until the apples are pink and 
tops a delicate brown, basting often with 
the syrup, which should nearly boil away. 
Prepare thre day before needed and reheat. 


French Peas and Pimentos. 

Open a can of peas and drain from 
liquor. Cover with fresh water and allow 
them to stand as long a time as possible 
before cooking. Add boiling water, cook 
two minutes. Drain, add three finely 
chopped, canned pimentos, two tablespoons 
butter, salt and pepper to taste. Serve 
surrounded by a border of diced potatoes. 


Holly Garnish. 

Mashed potatoes may be garnished with 
imitation holly leaves cut from green pep- 
pers—the berries being cut from a ripe 
red pepper. 


Sweet Potatoes With Pineapple. 

If you want something different, add one 
cup canned pineapple cubes to mashed 
sweet potatoes. Reheat in double boiler 
or shape into small balls and put in oven 
until hot and brown. 


Scalloped Asparagus. 

Chop the butt ends from one can of 
asparagus. Make one and one-half cups 
of this cream sauce, well seasoned, add 
one-half cup of grated cheese and the as- 
paragus. Arrange one and one-half cups 
of crumbs and the asparagus in alternate 
layers in a greased baking dish and brown 
in the oven. 

Dainties for the Christmas Table. 

Salted nuts, sugared peanuts, candied 
cranberries and chocolate dipped malaga 
grapes all add variety to the bonbon dishes 
for the Christmas table. . 
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Cranberry Ice. 

Wash one quart cranberries. Cook in 
One pint of water five or six minutes. 
Strain through a coarse cheese-cloth, add 
one pint of sugar and cook until sugar is 


dissolved, stirring all the time. When 
cool, add the strained juice of two lemons 
and freeze to a mush. This amount serves 
eight people. 


Sauces for Puddings. 


Of all the sauces for puddings, hard 
Sauce is the most popular. Wash one- 
half cup butter free from salt, then pat 
it dry and cream thoroughly, adding by 
degrees a cup of powdered sugar or more 
as seems necessary. Beat well and for 
flavoring add slowly a teaspoon of orange 
or lemon juice or one-half teaspoon vanilla 
or lemon extract. Serve very cold. 

Sauce Dainty. : 

Beat one cup of double cream very stiff 
and set away to chill. Meanwhile beat the 
whites of two eggs to a stiff dry froth and 
fold. in one-half cup of powdered sugar. 
Beat the mixture until it will hold its shape 
when the beater is lifted from it and flavor 
to taste with almond or vanilla extract. 
Finally, just before it is time to serve, fold 
in the whipped cream. 

Ambrosia Baskets. 

If you desire to serve this old stand- 
by, and after all there is nothing better if 
it is made in the gooce old way—serve it 
in orange baskets—imade by cutting the 
oranges into the form of handled baskets, 
and fasten a bit of holly or mistletoe to the 
handles and it gives a Christmasy touch. 

Christmas Tree Cakes. 

Make a good white cake or any good 
cup cake batter; bake in a shallow pan and 
when cool cut in diamond shapes and dip 
in white icing; cut tiny Christmas trees 
from thin slices of citron and place one 
on each cake.

Ways With Bacon. 


OOD bacon is good enough when 
it ig served simply broiled or 


panned, and so many a house- 

wife or cook never takes the 

trouble to think of other ways 

of serving it. However, there 

are many ways to vary it and 
sometimes a strip of bacon which 

proves a little tough or too lean or too 
fat tor ordinary use may be used in mak- 
ing delicious dishes calling for bacon in 
unusual ways.

Dipped Bacon. | 

Slice bacon very thin and trim nicely. 
Beat up an egg thoroughly. Dip the ba- 
con in the egg, then roll in cracker dust, 
in which has been put curry powder in 
the proportion of one-third curry pow- 
der to two-thirds” cracker dust. Fry in 


butter. 
Spiced Bacon. 

Get about four pounds of bacon and 
boil it with two onions stuck with cloves 
each, one carrot, one turnip, a blade of 
mace, eighteen peppers and a teaspoonful 
of mixed herbs, tied in a muslin. When 
the bacon is cold cover the top with rasp- 
mgs and serve with a salad composed of 
tomatoes and celery. The few minutes 
previous to being placed in the spot with 
the bacon.

Two sets brains boiled, as above, one 
small onion (ground), half-cup  bread- 
crumbs, two pieces of celery, cut fine, one 
green pepper (ground), two cups left-over 
veal or meat (ground), one egg (beaten), 
half-teaspoon paprika, salt and pepper. Mix

CREAMY BEEF BRAINS. 

Remove the skin that covers the brains; 
place in Saucepan with boiling water to 
cover; cook 15 minutes; remove, drain and

pimentos and green peppers. Toast squares 
of. bread, place brains thereon and pour 
over the white sauce. Sprinkle with pap- 
rika. 


OYSTER BISCUITS. 

Make a good biscuit batter and bake in 
crusty biscuits. Put a quart of oysters on 
a stove with a little water, half a cup of 
milk, two teaspoons of butter, salt and 
pepper; thicken with a tablespoon of flour. 
When the biscuits are baked, split, butter 
them and spread the oysters between and 
some on top. 


OYSTERS AU GRATIN. 


Oysters, butter bread crumbs, chopped 
parsley, grated cheese, one cup of whiie 
Sauce, cayenne. 

Butter a shallow dish; strew with brown 
bread crumbs. Wipe the oysters; see that 
they are free from grit; lay them on the 
crumbs; strew parsley and cheese over 
them, then more crumbs. Pour in the 
white sauce and put them in a quick oven. 
Pour a little melted butter over the top 
and brown. 


OYSTER CHOWDER. 


Cook one minced onion in a level tabie- 
spoon of fat till slightly colored; add one 
cup of hot water and stir well; then strain 
this water into kettle, and add one pint 
of thin sliced potatoes. Cook till soft. Add 
one pint of oysters and one pint of white 
sauce. When oysters are plump, serve.

eq} HE old rule among'men who-re- 


garded themselves well versed in

Some Cooks Measure and 


Some Don’t Even 
Know How. 


fOME of the best cooks are the 
worst measurers. 

The young graduate of a cook- 
ing school might object to that 
Statement. She has learned to 
measure very accurately. She 
has also, doubtless, tried to do a 
little proselyting for the new 

cause of accurate measuring at home. It 
scandalizes her to see how her own mother 
dips the teaspoon or tablespoon out of 
the baking powder or spice boxes without 
thinking of evening them off for accurate 
measure. And the tablespoon she uses is 
not even a standard measure. She guesses 
at a half or quarter teaspoon while the 
young cooking school graduate has a set 
of half and quarter teaspoon measures or 
else carefully even off her full teaspoon 
and then cuts it into halves and quarters. 

Perhaps the .most trying thing about 
it all is that the mother who doesn’t meas- 
ure often gets more appetizing results than 
the daughter who does. 


F course, this doesn’t prove anything 
—that is, not anything concerning 
the merits of measuring accurately. The 
fact merely is that the old experienced 


cook has an eye that has been trained by 
many years’ experience. She can tell al- 
most by the feeling of the cup or spoon 
in her hand whether she has the right 
amount of flour, salt or sugar.” Moreover, 
the experienced cook knows that there are 
some ingredients in every recipe that may 
be added Iss precisely than others. A lit- 
tle more or less butter in a cake doesn’t 
make or mar the cake, only makes it more 
or less light and mellow. Moreover, the 
nature of flours varies so that it is some- 
times necessary to add more 92r less flour 
to a given amount of liquid. Then the 
cook who knows from experience how a 
given baiter should feel and look has the 
advantage. 

In the meantime accurate measuring is 
working much good. There are still many 
cooks who are not experienced and who 
have no innate faculty for cooking. * For 
them the rule of precise measuring is of 
enormous importance,

Cocoanut Popcorn Crisps. 

One cup light brown sugar, one table- 
spoon butter, half cup chopped nut meats, 
half cup molasses, one pint crisp popped 
corn, one one-half cup shredded cocoanut.

Pour over the popcorn, nutmeats and cocoa- 
nut well mixed.

Breakfast-Getting May Be 
a Habit--Moming 
Routine. 


Na tat OR the housewife there is 2 cer- 
‘i ~ tain inevitable similarity in the 
ts - ii first hour or so of every morn- 
ry ing. There is never any chance 
ref “that a fairy godmother will have 
Bi arrived betimes to get breakfast 
ready and set the table. There 
is less likelihood that some mem- 
ber of the family will announce to the 
housewife that there is no need to get up 
early, as breakfast has been begun and is 
well under way. And no one ever asks 
you and your family out to breakfast and 
though sometime you may arrange for a 
reastaurant dinner the chances are that you 
= never indulge in a restaurant break- 
ast. 


So for three hundred and sixty-five days 
in the year there is just about the same 
task to perform every morning. Now the 
very best way to lighten this task is io 
reduce it as much as possible to a routine. 
Figure out the simplest, easiest way to go 
about your tasks, and then do them just 
the same way every day. You will find if 
you do this that they will become muscular 
habits and will require very little mental! 
effort. Meantime you may be using your 
head over something more interesting. 

Arrange your breakfast routine so that 
there will be the least steps, the least trips 
up and down stairs. Usually in the long 
run it is worth while to dress comptetely 
before going to the kitchen. The trick 
of running down the first thing to put 
the kettle on costs the trip from kitchen 
to bedroom and doesn’t save very much 
time after all. Whatever your breakfast 
menu, figure it out. Plan how you can 
accomplish the task with the best results 
and the least trouble. 


F cgurse, there are maidless house- 

wives, who infallibly rise sometime 
before cockcrow so that they may be im- 
maculately and completely dressed with 
still enough time before them to spend the 
half hour or twenty minutes that it usually 
takes to get breakfast. But they are few 
and far between and one is tempted to fe 
that most of them would be such paragons 
of housewifely virtue that they weuld be 
rather poor company to have at breakfast 
after their early morning rising. 

Yet no housewife likes to have to rush 
breakfast-getting into ten minutes, with 
undercooked cereal, dishes thrown on the 
table and negligently-made coffee, and the 
habit of slipping down to get breakfast in 
a kimono is a slovenly habit as best. 

A good way to approach the problem, 
then, is to have realy approprite morning 
dresses that are no more difficult to don 
than is the kimono. The slip-on type of 
dress, that needs no buttoning, and that 
can be fastened neatly by simply tying 4s 
sash below the waistline, is a good Selec- 
tion. 


HE fact is that even afternoon dresses 
are many of them being still made in 
slip-on style, some of them with an elastic 
placed at the lowered waistline so as to 
make any placket hole unnecessary and 
still secure close adjustment at the hips.

“My 
father’s people found her wandering near 
their camp. They brought her to my grand- 
father’s tepee. He took her in and cared 
for her. She was about 4 years old at 
the time. My father was 9. So they grew 
up together, hunted, fished, rode 
plains, tramped the mountains. Always 
they were sweethearts.” 

Princess Atalie was educated in Thomas 
college, San Antonio, Texas, in the New 
England Conservatory of Music, and in 
Boston university. 

The lovely Indian princess has come out 
of the land of the sunset to learn more 
of civilization’s ways. She has acquired 
many of the frills and furbelows of that 
civilization, but in her heart she remembers 
the throb of the prairie and the thrill of 
the wild bird in the sassafras tree.
